At home or away, Canadians have a say 


Amendments to the Canada Elections Act 
make it possible for more Canadians to vote 
in federal elections. Special ballot voting 
opportunities are now available to Canadians 
in a variety of circumstances, among them 
citizens who: 


e have a permanent residence in 
Canada, but are outside their ridings 
during the election period; or 


have resided outside Canada for less 
than five years; or longer, if they meet 
certain employment-based criteria for 
exemption from the five-year limit. 


To find out if you are eligible to vote by spe- 
cial ballot, and to register, contact Elections 
Canada. Outside Canada, you may also 
obtain a registration form and guide from 
any Canadian embassy, high commission, 
or consulate. Make your vote count—please 
register early!
